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Hampden Bancorp: 
Slowing delinquencies mark 
unspectacular recovery

REGION — Hampden Bancorp, the 
Springfield-based holding company that also 
operates banks in Agawam, Longmeadow, 
West Springfield, Wilbraham, and Indian 
Orchard, reported on May 3 that its results 
for the first quarter of 2011 represent a sig- 
nificant improvement over those of a year 
before. 

Its net income for the first three months 
of 2011 was $253,000, or $0.04 per share. 
While this is not spectacular, it compares fa- 
vorably to the company’s net income for the 
three months ending March 31, 2010, which 
was negative: a loss of $143,000 or of $0.02 
per share. 

Robert Massey, the treasurer and senior 
vice president of Hampden Bancorp, said 
that the key to the improvement is that ‘“‘over- 
all delinquencies have slowed a little bit.” 
He believes that these results are consistent 
for other banks in western Massachusetts as 
well. “If you looked at the numbers for al- 
most every bank in the area you'd see similar 
results.” 

This is consistent with observations of 
a spokesman for the Massachusetts Bank- 
ers Association, a trade group representing 
banks across the state. In April, the MBA 
put out a study indicating that “the Massa- 
chusetts economy has been and continues to 
be much stronger than many other parts of 
the country,” and that this is so in large part 
because local banks have stepped forward 
to fill the gap created by the contraction of 
lending by national institutions. 

A spokesperson for the MBA, expanding 
on this study, said recently that there was 
only one bank failure in all of New England 
in 2010, there have been none in 2011, and 
“no bank in Massachusetts did subprime 
lending,” the sort of practice that led to the 
crises of 2007-2008. 

Massey, however, is not very optimistic 


about a vigorous recovery. 

The underlying issue is unemployment, 
which is staying stubbornly high, he said dur- 
ing a recent interview. Unemployeed people 
don’t buy houses or do a lot of spending. 

The National Scene 

In the broader national context, the Fed- 
eral Reserve is winding down a program it 
announced last year known as “quantitative 
easing,” or, in deference to an earlier round 
of the same policy in late 2008 and early 
2009, “QE2.” The program worked by vir- 
tue of the Fed’s purchase of Treasury bonds. 
Though QE2 inspired a good deal of criti- 
cism from inflation hawks, its impending 
end also generates concerns in some quarters 
that the exit of the Fed from the marketplace 
for Treasuries will force yields up, choking 
off the tenuous recovery. 

Massey said that he is not an economist, 
but he does not believe that QE2 has had the 
kind of stimulative impact that its designers 
intended. 

“Companies that have solid credit quality, 
that we would loan to, are deciding that they 
don’t need to expand,” he said — so they aren’t 
borrowing, taking on new workers, and the 
recovery remains slow. He expects that the 
coming year will be, in many respects, a lot 
like the past one: a continuing, but in some 
respects, unimpressive recovery. 

The U.S. Congress passed a stimulus bill, 
the American Recovery and Reinvestment 
Act, in 2009. Pursuant to that act, accord- 
ing to Jeffrey Simon, who heads the state 
agency charging with disbursing the ARRA 
money in Massachusetts, $7.4 billion has 
thus far been awarded to Massachusetts. 
“Of this, $6.8 billion has been committed to 
specific projects and $6 billion of that has 
been spent.” 

Simon sounds hopeful, “Our state’s unem- 
ployment levels are moving steadily down, 
and all corners of the state are participating 
in this.” 
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Green waiver could be 


a ‘stretch’ for town

AGAWAM - The Town of Agawam 
will attempt to be the first community in 
Massachusetts to receive a waiver from 
the state to become a designated “Green 
Community” and receive up to $130,000 
in grant funding for achieving the status. 

The city council voted unanimously at 
its meeting Monday, May 16, to adopt a 
resolution that designated Agawam as an 
“Energy Smart” community. 

The same resolution also endorsed the 
application Planning and Community De- 
velopment Director Deborah Dachos is 
sending to the state. 

The application includes a waiver re- 
quest for the town to be exempted from 
the “stretch” energy code, one of the five 
major criterion required to achieve green 
community status. Dachos hopes the town 
will present a “convincing argument. 

“What we are doing in lieu of the 
stretch code is showing that the town has 
several other green initiatives going on,” 
said Dachos. 

Dachos said Mayor Richard A. Cohen 
has instituted a policy regarding the use of 
energy in town buildings. It started with 
a memorandum to employees seeking 
cooperation due to high energy costs and 
continued with specific policies on the 
use of computers and copiers inside the 
town buildings. Vehicle usage must also 
be condensed to as few trips as possible, 
Cohen said. 

The information technology department 
has instituted new policies for computer 
use, including making sure employees are 
using sleep modes and hibernation modes 
to put computers in low-energy states dur- 
ing times of non-usage. 

Dachos said the town is also looking at 
solar facilities in town. 

Her hope is the wide array of green pro- 
grams will convince the state to waive the 
stretch code requirement. 


City Councilor George Bitzas asked if 
any town has succeeded in getting a waiv- 
er, but Dachos said she was not aware of 
any town that had. 

“Tt is definitely going to be an uphill 
battle to convince the state to grant the 
waiver,’ Dachos said. 

The City Council turned away the 
stretch code about six months ago, Da- 
chos said. The other four requirements for 
green community status have been met. 
They are: Instituting “as of right” zon- 
ing for green energy related facilities, an 
expedited permitting process for building 
such facilities, commitment to replacing 
vehicles at the end of their usage with en- 
ergy efficient vehicles, and the develop- 
ment of a five-year plan to reduce energy 
usage in town buildings by 20 percent. 

Dachos worked with the Pioneer Valley 
Planning Commission (PVPC) to com- 
plete the application, which must be sub- 
mitted by June 10. She told the council 
she learned of the waiver possibility from 
the PVPC. 

The Agawam Energy Commission has 
been working on the steps for the town 
to achieve green community status. City 
Councilor Robert Rossi, who is on the 
commission, submitted the resolution to 
the council. 

He was unable to attend the last meet- 
ing on May 2 and the issue was tabled. 
City Councilor Jill Messick took it off 
the table for discussion. City Councilor 
Robert Magovern praised Dachos and the 
Energy Commission for their hard work 
on the application. 

“T hope it will bring funding to our 
town to do energy smart activities,” said 
Magovern. 

Dachos said if the town receives the 
$130,000, it will be used toward en- 
ergy improvements in town buildings to 
achieve success in the town’s plan to re- 
duce energy consumption by 20 percent.

Bright light, 
big problem 


It’s ironic that the sun, the very star that 
sustains life on planet Earth, can also take 
that life away. 

Studies have confirmed that exposure to 
the sun’s ultraviolet (UV) rays is responsible 
for the development of at least 2/3 of all 
deadly melanomas. More than one million 
new cases of skin cancer are diagnosed each 
year. Of those cases, more than 65,000 are 
melanoma, the deadliest form of skin can- 
cer, claiming nearly 11,000 lives each year. 

With the summer (and the need for sun 
safety) quickly approaching, Baystate Medi- 
cal Center in Springfield recently announced 
that May is National Melanoma/Skin Cancer 
Detection and Prevention Month, designed 
to raise awareness of melanoma and to en- 
courage early detection. 

According to Dr. Richard Arenas, chief 
Surgical Oncology, Baystate Regional Can- 
cer Program, early detection is one of the 
best ways to cure melanoma. 

While environmental and genetic factors 
play a role in the development of melanoma, 
most doctors agree there are at least two 
main culprits contributing to what the Na- 
tional Cancer Institute claims is a “doubling 
in melanoma rates in the United States over 
the past 30 years.” 

While not all melanomas can be pre- 
vented, Dr. Arenas noted there are ways to 
reduce your risk — and high on the list is lim- 
iting your exposure to strong sunlight and 
other sources of UV light. 

One simple way of preventing many skin 
cancers: staying away from tanning beds 
and avoid being outdoors in sunlight for 
too long, especially in the middle of the day 
when UV exposure is greatest. 

Other sun safety tips Dr. Arenas recom- 
mends: Keep your shirt on and always use 
sunscreen. Grab a hat for your head and 
wear sunglasses to protect your eyes and the 
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skin around them. 

The American Academy of Dermatology 
recommends applying a broad-spectrum 
— offering protection from both ultraviolet A 
(UVA) and ultraviolet B (UVB) rays — wa- 
ter-resistant sunscreen with a sun protection 
factor (SPF) of at least 30 to all skin areas 
exposed to the sun. And, it should be reap- 
plied about every two hours even on cloudy 
days, as well as after swimming or excess

“It’s very emotional and we’re very hon- 
ored,” said Mary Avery, a lifelong resident 
and herself a graduate of Agawam High 
School. “It’s a huge honor and it says a lot 
about our town and our schools.” 

Though she admits to being detail ori- 
ented and said her husband is good at work- 
ing with his hands, the Averys do not know 
where their son got his talent for the arts. 

“We wish we had just a fraction of his tal- 
ent,” she said. 

Brandon said he has been taking drawing 
lessons since he was 10 years old. 

Agawam School Superintendent Dr. Mary

and I think we’ll work very well together,” 
he said. “I think the beauty of this is that we 
do know each other, and when you bring 
somebody into this position, it can take any- 
where from three to five years for them to 
get to know the community, the staff, and the 
committee. We already know each other.” 

Sapelli will remain in his position as assis- 
tant superintendent until the end of August, 
but will assume Czajkowski’s responsibili- 
ties as she uses her remaining vacation time 
throughout the summer. 

Going forward, Czajkowski also recom- 
mended to the committee that in lieu of 
replacing Sapelli with another assistant su- 
perintendent, that the position of Director 
of Curriculum and Instruction be created 
instead.” 

“Many things have changed in the last 10 


years with curriculum and AYP, it makes 
more sense to replace the assistant superin- 
tendent’s position with a director of curricu- 
lum,” Czajkowski said. 

The position would carry a lower salary 
than the assistant superintendent’s position, 
which would save the district money during 
the current climate of controversial budget 
constraints. Czajkowski asked the commit- 
tee to approve a job description for the new 
position at the committee’s last meeting in 
June so that the job could be posted over the 
summer and Sapelli could interview candi- 
dates for the position, to begin Sept. 1. 

During Sapelli’s one-year term as interim 
superintendent, the school committee will 
conduct a search for a new superintendent of 
schools. The committee can appoint a pre- 
liminary screening committee, which may 
conduct initial interviews with candidates in 
executive session and then must hold all sub- 


sequent discussions of candidates in open 
session. The process of conducting a super- 
intendent search is generally six- to eight- 
months long, typically begun at the start of 
the calendar, not school, year. 

Due to the timing of Czajkowski’s depar- 
ture, she contends there was not adequate 
time to conduct a full search, and is confi- 
dent that the appointment of Sapelli as in- 
terim superintendent is the best thing for the 
district. 

As Czajkowski read her resignation letter 
to the committee, she expressed her sadness 
in leaving the Agawam Public School sys- 
tem. 

“This was a difficult decision. However, 
the promise of new and exciting challenges 
was the motivation for my leaving Agawam, 
where I have formed so many wonderful re- 
lationships,” said Czajkowski.

preservation and affordable housing (mini- 
mum 10 percent for each) and sometimes, 
public recreation. 

Following that meeting, he began re- 
searching what it would take to bring a dog 
park to Agawam and held an informational 
meeting April 5 to garner the public’s inter- 
est. Many of the estimated 40 people who 
were present at the meeting voiced support 
for the idea. 

The park, Milliken said, would promote 
education, training and recreational activi- 
ties and facilitate responsible dog ownership 


a ae 


and well-behaved dogs through volunteers 
and community support. 

“T actually got a great response from a lot 
of people [following the April 5 meeting],” 
Milliken said. “I went to the Earth Day fair 
at School Street Park and started a petition 
drive where I was able to get 75 signatures. 
Thad my dog there. It was more or less just 
trying to further public education on the 
project.” 

Though Milliken admitted there has been 
some backlash in response to his proposal, 
he said he is determined to keep his efforts 
in a positive light. 

“We want to be a positive addition to our 
community,” he said. 

The May 24 meeting will include the nam- 
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ing of the group, and an election of a board of 
directors and committee heads. Suggestions 
for group names or nominations for board 
positions may be forwarded to Milliken at 
sccmill@comcast.net prior to the meeting. 

To succeed, the project will require a 
group of community volunteers working 
together in a variety of areas. Anyone inter- 
ested in bringing a dog park to Agawam is 
urged to attend the meeting. 

“We’re not just looking to get a park put in 
there and walk away from the project,” Mil- 
liken said. ““We want to be a crown jewel of 
Western Mass and hopefully have people use 
Agawam as an example when other commu- 
nities in the area are looking at putting park 
projects like this together.” 


Homeless cat horrors 
multiply in spring 
and summer 


WESTFIELD - The Westfield Home- 
less Cat Project has rescued thousands 
of cats and kittens that have been aban- 
doned, abused and neglected. Spring is 
the beginning of kitten season which 
continues non-stop until late fall with 
kittens and mother cats coming in daily. 
While kitten season is always difficult, this 
one is off to a gruesome start. So far, the 
WHC? retrieved kittens out of dumpsters, 
rescued cats abandoned in apartments, 
and saved cats hit by cars and left to die in 
the road. One cat was thrown from a car; 
another was stabbed simply because the 
owner decided he didn’t like cats anymore. 
She was found bleeding to death under the 
owner’s steps. Now named Deena, she is 
safe and recovering with care from the 
WHCP and will be ready for adoption soon. 
The Westfield Homeless Cat Project, a no 
kill rescue, does not receive any city or 
state funding and relies on support from 
members of our community. Right now 
cash donations are urgently needed to pay 
for vet bills; so are donations of canned cat 
and kitten food as well as cat food cou- 
pons.

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CPAC looks ahead at 
2011 projects

AGAWAM - The Community Preserva- 
tion Plan has been submitted to the Agawam 
City Council for consideration and outlines 
the next step in the work to preserve various 
natural and historic resources in town. 

The Community Preservation Act (CPA) 
was enacted by the state Legislature in 2000, 
adopted by the town in 2001, and allows 
communities to assess up to a 3 percent sur- 
charge on property (with the first $100,000 
in valuation exempted) for purposes of open 
space preservation, historical preservation 
and affordable housing (minimum 10 per- 
cent for each) and sometimes public recre- 
ation. State matching funds come from rev- 
enue raised from transactions at the Registry 
of Deeds. 

This year, Agawam is _ anticipating 
$415,000 in new funds to add to the current 
$3.1 million CPA allocation. The state will 
make a 25 percent match of the new money 
bringing the total fiscal year 2012 figure to 
about $519,000. 

On tap this year are some major improve- 
ments to the School Street Barn. The City 
Council has already approved funding for 
the historical application process and will 
likely come back for more funding to match 
up with a possible state grant to do the im- 
provements and repairs after the barn had 
been heavily vandalized in recent years. 

The process to secure funding began last 
year through several fundraisers and CPA 
funding. Planning and Community Devel- 
opment Director Deborah Dachos has been 
gradually using the CPA funds to restore the 
barn for multiple uses including flea markets 
and a warming house when School Street 
Park has an ice skating rink next winter. 

The barn recently received support from 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission 
to be included on the National Register of 
Historic Places. Town officials conducted 
extensive research and twice applied for the 
support of the state commission before re- 
ceiving the go ahead to pursue historic reg- 
ister status. 

In the past, CPA funds have been used to 


make repairs to the barn, including bricking 
the lower level to protect the original wood. 
Windows have been replaced with plexi- 
glass to protect the indoors from the ele- 
ments. Doors have also been repaired to help 
secure the building. 

CPA Secretary Jennifer Bonfiglio said two 
new applications have been submitted by the 
Parks and Recreation Department seeking 
funding for baseball diamonds and School 
Street Park. 

The park application is for the final phase 
of School Street Park. The CPC and the city 
solicitor will determine if the project is eli- 
gible for funding and then it will enter the 
design phase if approved. 

The Parks and Recreation Department 
is also seeking two baseball fields, one at 
Granger School and the other at Agawam 
Junior High. The Granger field would be an 
introductory field while the junior high field 
would be a 60-foot little league diamond. 

In Agawam, CPC applications can be re- 
ceived at any time and projects accepted on 
an ongoing basis. 

The CPA allocation requires that the town 
set aside 10 percent of the money each year 
for each of the three main categories, histori- 
cal, open space, and affordable housing. The 
other 70 percent can be used for any of the 
three categories with up to 5 percent for ad- 
ministrative purposes. 

The Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
provides match to add to the money raised 
each year and money can be carried over 
from year to year. In previous years, the 
state had funded matches of up to 75 per- 
cent. Currently, Agawam has received an ap- 
proximately 25 percent match from the state 
due to budget cuts. The state match for fiscal 
year 2012 is not yet known. 

Recent projects funded by the CPA in- 
clude the restoration of the Thomas Smith 
House in Feeding Hills, the George Wash- 
ington historical marker, and work on the 
Maynard Street and Christopher Nadle Me- 
morial playgrounds. 

There are nine members of the Commu- 
nity Preservation Committee. They meet 
on the last Monday or Wednesday of each 
month.

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Workshop to discuss draft landscape designations for state properties 


BOSTON - Robinson State Park is one of many area state 
owned properties that will be the subject of a public meeting 
scheduled for Monday, June 6 at North Middle School, 350 
Southampton Road, Westfield from 6:30 to 8:30 p.m. All 
Department of Conservation and Recreation properties are 
about to be zoned into one of three categories - parklands, re- 
serves or woodlands. The public is encouraged to attend the 
meeting to discuss the proposed designations. Each category 
of land designation is accompanied by specific management 
guidelines and acceptable public uses of the properties. 

The landscape designation process involves categoriz- 
ing 308,000 acres of DCR lands as either “parklands,” “re- 
serves,” or “woodlands” to prioritize the services and values 
these lands provide to the public and the environment. The 
designations are a top recommendation of the Forest Futures 
Visioning process that the agency undertook in 2009-2010 to 
develop a renewed vision and long-term strategy for manag- 
ing forest lands in the state park system. 

Of the three new categories, “parklands” would be man- 
aged primarily for recreation, human experiences, and the 
protection of cultural and natural features. “Reserves” would

be managed primarily for biological diversity based on natu- 
ral processes and the protection of large, contiguous blocks 
of high-value ecosystems. “Woodlands” would be managed 
primarily for state-of-the-art sustainable forestry, forest 
products and active carbon management. 

The workshop will build upon the first round of work- 
shops held last fall that elicited public input on the draft 
selection criteria and management guidelines for the three 
designations. 

Staff members will provide the statewide context for the 


draft designations, but the discussion will be focused on 
DCR properties in that particular region of the Common- 
wealth.

The designation will 
be finalized by fall 2011.
